Animals by October. 

Horse buying on a large scale 
for the French market will be re- 
sumed immediately, Hardy Salter, 
prominent Calgary horseman and 
secretary of the Canadian Perch- 
eron Association said Friday. The. 
rench government is dealing di- 
rectly with the regular horse mar- 
keting agencies in Canada he said, _- :
